REMARKS 

Claims 1-28 are pending. An Office Action mailed May 24, 2004 rejected Claims 1-8 and 
28, and allowed Claims 9-20. By way of this Amendment, Applicants hereby amend Claims 1, 2, 
21, and 22 and cancel Claims 3 and 23. Pursuant to 37 CFR § 1.116, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration of the application. 

Rejection Of Claims Under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 

The Office Action rejected Claims 1-8 and 21-28 as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicants regard as the 
invention. Applicants hereby amend Claims 1, 2, 21, and 22 in order to overcome the noted 
objections, thereby rendering this rejection moot. Applicant submits that Claims 1, 2, 4-8, 21, 22, 
and 24-28 are now in condition for allowance.
